To the Members of the Selectboard and Management 
Town of Goshen, New Hampshire 


Report on the Financial Statements. We have audited the accompanying financial statements of the 
governmental activities, each major fund and the aggregate remaining fund information of the Town of 
Goshen, New Hampshire as of and for the year ended December 31, 2018, and the related notes to the 
financial statements, which collectively comprise the Town’s basic financial statements as listed in the 
table of contents. 


Management’s Responsibility for the Financial Statements. Management is responsible for the

In our opinion, the basic financial statements referred to above present fairly, in all material 
respects, the financial position of the governmental activities, each major fund and the aggregate 
remaining fund information of the Town of Goshen, New Hampshire, as of December 31, 2018, and the 
respective changes in financial position thereof for the year then ended in conformity with accounting 
principles generally accepted in the United States of America. 


Report on Required Supplementary Information. Management has not presented a Management's 
Discussion and Analysis of the financial statements. Although it is not required to be part of the basic 
financial statements, accounting principles generally accepted in the United States of America requires it 
along with the budgetary and pension information presented in the section marked Required 
Supplementary Information to be presented to supplement the basic financial statements. Such 
information, although not a part of the basic financial statements, is required by Governmental 
Accounting Standards Board who considers it to be an essential part of financial reporting for placing the 
basic financial statements in an appropriate operational, economic, or historical context. 
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We have applied certain limited procedures to the required supplementary information in accordance 
with auditing standards generally accepted in the United States of America, which consisted of inquiries 
of management about the methods of preparing the information and comparing the information for 
consistency with management’s responses to our inquiries, the basic financial statements, and other 
knowledge we obtained during our audit of the basic financial statements. We do not express an opinion 
or provide any assurance on the information because the limited procedures do not provide us with 
sufficient evidence to express an opinion or provide any assurance. 


Report on Combining and Individual Fund Statements and Schedules. Our audit was performed for 
the purpose of forming opinions on the financial statements that collectively comprise the Town of 
Goshen, New Hampshire’s basic financial statements. The accompanying schedules listed in the table of 
contents are presented for purposes of additional analysis and are not a required part of the basic financial 
statements. Such information is the responsibility of management and was derived from and relates 
directly to the underlying accounting and other records used to prepare the basic financial statements. The 
information has been subjected to the auditing procedures applied in the audit of the basic financial 
statements and certain additional procedures, including comparing and reconciling such information 
directly to the underlying accounting and other records used to prepare the basic financial statements or to 
the financial statements themselves, and other additional procedures in accordance with auditing standards 
generally accepted in the United States of America. In our opinion, the information is fairly presented in 
all material respects in relation to the basic financial statements taken as a whole.

This is also to pro- 
tect the head stones from damage. Work is planned to continue in Mill Village this year 
on the property lines and growth on both sides. 

All cemeteries are now being mowed four times a year with spring and fall cleanup.

I am taking this 
personally. Replace me! 


Emerald Ash Borers 

Dode Gladders, who is the Co- 
operative Extension Sullivan 
County Field Specialist Forester, 
spoke with me this fall about 
emerald ash borers. These are 
shiny emerald-colored beetles 
with blunt heads and big eyes that 
burrow under the bark of ash 
trees and kill them. They arrived 
in North America from China around 2002 on 
wood packing material. They infest and kill 
all species of ash. 








They have been steadily progressing 
across New Hampshire, and are now 
amongst us. Dode has found them on 
trees in Sutton — so close they can 
easily spread to Goshen with no 
help from us. 





Dode told me that, once they arrive in an area, 
all the large ash will be dead within a decade. 
That is the way it has played out in other areas 
of the country. This is a disaster, not just for 
the ash, but for all the woodland species that 
rely on that huge burst of ash seeds we all see 
in early summer. Ash make up about 6% of 
New Hampshire forest trees, but a much 
higher percentage in our part of the state. De- 
spite the small percentage, they are important 
for many species survival. 

So, what to do? If you are looking over 
your trees for firewood, choose the ash. They 
are soon gone anyway and you may disrupt 
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the happy life of some borers. Just don’t take 
your firewood with you outside of Goshen! 

Small ash will survive until they get big, so 
leave the stumps to respout and leave the less 
than 4” diameter trees. Help is on the way, in 
the form of a parasitic wasp from Russia, but 
it will take at least 10 years to get them estab- 
lished and working, so keeping a supply of 
small ash is worthwhile. The smaller trees 
can get going once the wasps do their job on 
the borers. We live in hope. 

If you are planning a larger forestry activ- 
ity, or need help identifying ash, call Dode. 
He is very helpful. Note that Dode is also a 
good source of answers to any of your tree 
questions. Just ask.

The Gunnison Lake Dam 

People have asked me, and it seems to re- 
cently be a question heard about town: why 
can’t we ride ATVs around the lake and across 
the dam? Here’s the answer. You can't. It is 
in our lease agreement from the State. Not 
only that, but it would be a destructive thing 
to do. It is an earthen dam, prone to ruts and 
erosion. We have to do everything we can to 
prevent that. If you have ever seen what can 
happen to seemingly small ruts on a hilly road 


in a big rainstorm, you will understand this. 
Things can go bad fast. Stay off the dam with 
wheels. Everyone should see the importance 
of this. It is simple common sense. Tell your 
friends. 

Regarding riding around the lake, the trail 
is not sturdy enough or suitable for ATVs. 
There are bogs and streams and wimpy 
bridges. It would make a giant mess. There is 
only us to fix it. Please don’t. 


Hazel Johnson Property 

Did you know that the Town of Goshen 
Owns an approximately 60 acre property be- 
tween Brook Road and Province Road, adja- 
cent to property owned by the Brook Road 
Inn? It was donated to the Town by Hazel 
Johnson. Hazel also got a conservation ease- 
ment on the property. This means that the 
property is forever barred from development, 
no matter who owns it. It was Hazel’s intent 
that the land be preserved for wildlife. 

The easement is held by Ausbon Sargent 
Land Preservation Trust (ASLPT). We accom- 
pany a volunteer from ASLPT on a walk 
around the property every year as they check 
to be sure there are no violations of the terms 
of the easement. This annual check is a re- 
quirement for all land trusts. Snow machines 
are allowed on the property, but not ATVs. It 
is a pleasant piece of woodland including a 
boggy swamp. There are impromptu trails 
through the property. Hunting is allowed, so 
be sure to wear orange if you are tramping 
about in hunting season. 

Hazel was gone by the time I arrived in 
Goshen, but everyone tells me she was a very 
nice lady. We owe her thanks for this little 
property. We plan to get the Brook Road side 
resurveyed and improve the signage this year 
as there has been some confusion about the 
property boundaries and status. 


Loons 


A new twist has come to the usual exhor- 
tation to leave the loons alone on Gunnison 
Lake and Rand Pond. I ran across a loon pic- 
ture taken with a drone. To a loon, drones will 
look like a bird of prey, possibly an eagle or a 
hawk. Even an eagle from far on high would 
be of extreme concern to aloon. Leave the 
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loons alone from above. There are lots of loon 
pictures already out there in the world. 


Water Quality 

We continued to participate in the State’s 
Volunteer River Assessment Program (VRAP) 
in 2019. Three of us sample the water at four 
points in the South Branch Sugar River water- 
shed throughout the summer. This is part of a 
state-wide monitoring program. This year we 
sampled in May, June, and July. Our results 
are available here: 
http://des.nh.gov/organization/divisions/water/wmb/vrap/data.htm 

(Click on Gunnison Brook watershed). 

The 2019 data should be there soon. As 
always, the pH is low (acidic) for most of our 
sites. This fluctuates with rainstorms. Gener- 
ally, pH throughout the state is improving 
thanks, most likely, to a period of increased 
regulation of smokestack emissions from Mid- 
west power plants. 

In the past, NH Department of Environ- 
mental Services (DES) has monitored the 
town beach on Rand Pond for bacterial prob- 
lems. Since sampling started in 2003, there 
has only once been a problem. Because of 
that long track record of no problem, DES has 
now taken Rand Pond off their list of moni- 
tored beaches. 

If you have concerns, please give me a call 
(my number is at the bottom of this report). 
As always, Rand Pond residents and visitors 
should be on the lookout for cyanobacteria, 
which looks like a bright pea-green hue on the 
water. Toxins released by this stuff are for- 
real dangerous to you and your pets. There 
has never been a reported problem, but call 
NH DES (603) 848-8094 immediately if you 
suspect an outbreak. 

Meanwhile, volunteers from Rand Pond 
continue to monitor the Pond’s water quality 
as part of the Volunteer Lake Assessment Pro- 
gram (VLAP). VLAP data from all over the 
state is now compiled in a map-based format 
here:

It takes a while for the maps to load, so 
patience and a cup of tea, are a good idea. 
Once the maps load, search for Rand Pond, 
NH, USA. Choose our pond from the possibil- 


ities from all over the country (!). Then click 
on the Pond. (Keep going, it is worth it). You 
get a box that says “Search Result 1 of 2.” 
Click the right arrow in the box’s green header 
to get everything known about Rand Pond. 
The 2019 results are not out there yet, and the 
entire lake data website is down for mainte- 
nance as of January, 2020; but we can hope 
the information will be out there soon. 

If you are interested in watching the water 
level at the Gunnison Lake dam, you can get 
great reports here: 
http://www4.des.state.nh.us/Rti_home/ We 
are in the southern portion of the map, so 
click on the off-white portion of the bottom of 
the statewide map and then, when you get the 
southern map, click on the green dot for Gun- 
nison. This is clearly-presented information, 
interesting for weather watchers.

We had no direct 
brush fire calls in Goshen in 2019. 

We continue to host in-town Brush Fire 
Training. This year we held a combined work- 
shop with Sullivan County Conservation Dis- 
trict called Managing Lands With Fire, which 
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consisted of a controlled blueberry field burn. 
Thanks to Lempster Fire Department for par- 
ticipating. Hosting and participating in the 
trainings gives us the opportunity to refine 
our skills and confirm the equipment is work- 
ing properly 

Another type of incident that can cause us 
problems are illegal campfires out in the area 
of class six roads and Gunnison Lake. Often 
these fires are not extinguished prior to the 
people leaving. This puts Goshen in a poten- 
tial danger for a large forest fire. If you see 
something, please call 911 and have us come 
out and inspect and put the fire out. Please 
extinguish your fires with water do not bury 
them to put them out. When you bury them, 
they usually flare back up after you leave 
them. 

I do like to remind you that you are re- 
sponsible for any fire that you light. Per NH 
State laws you could be held financially re- 
sponsible for any cost to extinguish, any dam- 
age associated with a fire that gets away from 
you or is caused by you. 

NHDES also reminds you that it is illegal 
to burn any trash, plastics, painted wood, ply- 
wood, furniture, or demolition debris. None 
of the listed items should ever be burnt in a 
brush pile, a woodstove, or an outside fur- 
nace. It is best to dispose of them at the trans- 
fer station. This keeps the carcinogens and 
dioxins pollutants out of the air and water.

each month. In months where a 
meeting may have been canceled, 
cancellations were first discussed and voted 
upon by the Planning Board before the actual 
cancelation. Cancelations are noted in the 
minutes; minutes are posted on the Goshen 
town website, in the Post Office, and the 
Town Hall. 


The board endeavors to have quorum at 
all meetings so that votes and actionable 
tasks may be addressed without delay. In 
rare occasions when quorum is not met, the 
board will post minutes so that the town is in- 
formed; those minutes will not be voted upon 
by the board. 

The agenda for each meeting is posted in 
advance on the town website.

Regulations/Ordinances 

The Planning Board is responsible for the 
reviewing and updating of town regulations 
and ordinances. During the 2018 year the 
board reviewed or proposed changes on set- 
backs for small-detached buildings, outdoor 
advertising (signage), and the excavation reg- 
ulations which produced a list of warrant arti- 
cles. The warrant articles, though passed at a 
public meeting, did not make it into the 2019 
Town Meeting for town voting. 

The suggested changes from 2018 were

reviewed and discussed in 2019 and again 
passed in a public meeting to become warrant 
articles for the 2020 Town Meeting. Warrant 
articles were submitted in January 2020 in 
accordance with state and town filing dead- 
lines. 

The proposed changes to small-detached 
building regulations and outdoor advertising 
(signage) regulations are to address concerns 
brought to members of the Zoning Board of 
Adjustment who worked with the Planning 
Board to write and propose updated regula- 
tions. The proposed changes to the small-de- 
tached building regulations would decrease 
the minimum distance for side and rear set- 
backs. The proposed changes to the outdoor 
advertising (signage) regulations addresses 
an increased size for signage, special excep- 
tion for large signage, grandfathering, and 
lighting of the sign. Lastly, the proposed 
changes to the excavation regulations provide 
clarity on the regulations, provides additional 
definitions of commonly used language, out- 
lines specific actions that can occur during 
warm up periods, and adds a day of opera- 
tion. These proposed changes were brought 
to the town in a December 2019 public meet- 
ing and were passed at that meeting without 
issue; the town will vote on the changes in 
March 2020. 


Excavation Activities 

The board carried out the annual inspec- 
tion of permitted excavation areas in the fall 
of 2019. Excavation activities have continued 
without issue and sites continue to be clean 
and orderly. No issues were identified, and 
reclamation is ongoing at all sites. 


Capital Improvement Plan 

In April 2019 the board began the review 
and update of the Capital Improvement Plan 
which is due in 2020. To date all requests for 
project funds have been received and the plan 
is currently being updated. 

No complaints were received by the Plan- 
ning Board in 2019.

Police Department 


Batista to the rank of Sergeant. We hired 

Officer Joe Walz as a part-time police of- 
ficer. Officer Walz started his career with the 
Pembroke Police Department and then trans- 
ferred to the New London Police Department 
where he works full time. He will assist us 
with part-time patrol shifts throughout the 
year. He is a certified full time patrol officer. 

In 2019, the Town of Newport had an at- 
tack on their computers, which affected their 
records management systems. For a short pe- 
riod, they lost all records and abilities to use 
state computers. This put a small burden on 
the Goshen Police Department because they 
dispatch us. This also affected our records, 
messages, emails, and phone records. They 
worked hard to get the system recovered and 
back up and working as quickly as they could.

We however did not realize that when 
the system came back up and running 
our voice messages were not being 
answered due to a password issue. 
This caused some confusion and 
missed calls. None of the missed calls 
were emergencies as emergencies are 
dispatched immediately. What we 
missed during that time were call back 
or questions. 





We sincerely apologize for any inconven- 
ience this may have had on our citizens. Once 
discovered we addressed the issue and have 
put procedures in place to make sure this will 
not happen again. 

In 2019, we enforced the new parking 
laws. This has created some controversy with 
residents and nonresidents. The town ordi- 
nance parking laws were put in place to assist 
us with many of the issues at Gunnison Lake 
that have been on arise since 2015. Gunnison 
Lake is known for its hiking trails, swimming 
and recreation. Over the last few years, we 
have seen a very large increase in alcohol and 
drug use in the area. In 2017, we had our first 
drug overdose in the parking lot. The amount 
of cars parking on Four Corners Road were 
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creating many issues. For this reason, the 
parking at the end of Four Corners Road is 
for Cemetery Parking only. We have also had 
to place No Parking signs on Center Road to 
assist a resident who continually would have 
people parking on the road and criminally 
trespassing on their property to get to a fa- 
vorite swimming hole. The entrance to Gun- 
nison Lake has a very large parking lot. The 
parking lot can hold a large amount of vehi- 
cles not creating the parking issues on Four 
Corners Road and the amount of distur- 
bances to the last two residents who live on 
the road. 

The problems this very small police force 
faces at Gunnison Lake are some of the fol- 
lowing: drug use, alcohol use to excessive- 
ness, littering, assaults, illegal burns, noise 
complaints and ohrv complaints. For those 
walking the trails or in the swimming areas 
please be on the lookout for hypodermic nee- 
dles. Every year we recover discarded needles 
that have been used for illegal drugs on the 
ground and in areas you swim or walk. 

Another large concern is the amount of 
drinking that takes place and then people 
leave while under the influence of alcohol to 
an intoxicating degree. This behavior puts 
every resident at risk on the roads as these 
people drive drunk from Gunnison Lake. We 
have made many arrests for driving while in- 
toxicated coming from the ocean or drugged 
driving. The Goshen Police Department loves 
to see the amount of use that Gunnison Lake 
has. We support safe fun recreation and love 
to visit with the many people enjoying the 
lake. We are taking a hard stance on crimes 
being committed in these areas to ensure a 
positive experience for those who are using 
the recreation area, as it should be. 

As always, we encourage any resident to 
come into the police department with any 
questions or concerns they may have. We en- 
courage the Citizens of Goshen that if they see 
something, say something. In my 27 years 
with Goshen I still enjoy how well all the 
departments in town work with each other. I 
want to thank the Goshen Fire Department 
and Highway department for the continued 
assistance you provide when call upon.
